To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for the support of 
Town Library and make appropriation for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $300.00 for repairs and ex- 
penses of the Town Hall and other town buildings, and make 
appropriation for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $125.00 to advertise the 
scenic beauty and accessibility of the Presidential Highway, 
which includes $85.42 for the White Mountains Region Associa- 
tion. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $150.00 
for public recreational services in sharing with the R. M. C. the 
expense of a caretaker for Crag Camp ($100.00) and the main- 
tenance of Gray Knob Cabin ($50.00). 


To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money not to ex- 
ceed $1,085.00 for garbage removal (i.e. $50.00 for a suitable place 
for dumping garbage; $35.00 for maintenance of the dump and

Report of Selectmen 


We are once again indebted to Guy Shorey of Gorham for our 
cover picture. This view from Lookout Ledge was taken some twenty- 
five years ago. The camera used produced a seven by seventeen nega- 
tive which ideally suited our purpose for a wrap around cover. The 
mountains in this view are easily recognizable—Mt. Madison on the 
left and Mt. Adams and Kings Ravine on the right. 


An error was committed in last year’s Reports by mistakenly 
including the Randolph Church in the Schedule of Town Property. 
This, coupled with the fact that the Church appeared on both front 
and back covers exaggerated the error. We wish formally to apologize 
to the Church Committee for creating this false impression. 


Frequently we are asked what proportion of our town revenue is 
derived from property tax, what is our greatest expenditure, or how 
much our highway cost is compared to other expenditures. Of course 
this information has always been available in the Town Reports, but 
expressed in figures rather than graphically. It has been suggested 
to us that a few simple graphs would be both interesting and in- 
formative and would enable people interested in town affairs to 
visualize, at a glance, our basic sources of income and expenditures 
and their proportionate relationship. For instance it will be noted 
that school expenses are the largest single item. 


The final bills are in on the Portland Pipeline Corp. suit against 
the five New Hampshire towns through which it operates. The pipe- 
line was granted a depreciation clause, which accounts for the $947.68 
abatement. This figure covers a three year period. Their contention 
that they were being unfairly assessed in comparison to other town 
property was not upheld. The whole thing has been expensive and 
Randolph’s share of the legal fees totals $2,244.65; $1,262.12 was paid 
last year and $982.53 to be raised in Article No. 19 in this year’s war- 
rant. 


In the past Randolph has been unique in that the town and not 
the School District has owned the school bus and money for School 
Purposes has been voted on at Town Meeting. Article No. 18 in this 
year’s warrant will legally transfer the ownership of the present school 
bus from the town to the Randolph school district. This year and 
in the future all money necessary for the school district will be raised 
at school meeting and not voted on at town meeting. 


New Construction 


Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth Corrigan have completed the construc- 
tion of their new home. It is located in the west end of town on 
Route No. 2. 


Additions and Renovations 


On Route No. 2 Mr. and Mrs. Bernie Reed have increased the 
size of their home and added a picture window; the Eugene Mar- 
tins have enlarged their home with the addition of more livingroom 
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space and a screened porch. On the High Acres Road the Folsoms 
have added another room to their summer home and near the end 
of the Randolph Hill road the Sissons have considerably added to 
their summer home. 

On behalf of the town we wish to welcome Mr. and Mrs. W. 
Allen Jones and Mr. and Mrs. James S. Alexander as new residents 
of Randolph.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


We are proud of our little library. 


As we understand it, the lot on which the Library building stands 
was given the town for “Educational Purposes” by Alfred Carlton and 
a school house was built on it. This school was used until 1920. 

In 1932 the building was remodelled and the library was moved 
there from its cramped quarters in the Town Hall. 

The Library continues to grow, and now we have some 2,600 vol- 
umes, many of them gifts. They are all available for borrowing. We 
ask no deposit, no fines are exacted, there is one restriction: every- 
one, adult or child, is limited to three books at one time. One small 
boy, however, who lived quite near to the Library, managed to bor- 
row and return twelve books in two hours, much to the consternation 
of his older sister, aged 12. 

The Pease Memorial Shelf has proved popular. Books are still being 
added to it. This consists of two shelves of books given in memory 
of Henrietta Faxon Pease and established in 1953 chiefly through 
the untiring efforts of Mrs. Alfred Abbot. For the books of this mem- 
orial Mrs. Abbot has designed a special bookplate with a sketch 
of the Pease cottage, backed by our mountains. 

We urge you to visit us whether for the first or the one hundred 
and first time, even if you just come to look at the mountains from 
the Library steps. We have been told that the view from there is 
unrivalled.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden 


It is a pleasure to report that Randolph had no forest fires last 
year, with the one exception of the controlled burning of a field. In 
this instance the owner requested that it be done and paid for half the 
cost. I would like to think that our lack of fires this past year was 
due to a fire conscious public. While this is true, the weather also 
played a large part not only in Randolph but for the whole county. 

For the county a total of 9 fires burning less than 9 acres, with 
a total suppression cost of $85.00. Rainfall for the past fire season, 
which we consider as being from May 1 to October 31, was 36.8 inches. 
This is as recorded at the weather station on Milan Hill. Randolph, 
being located in the mountains, probably had more. 

More hose was purchased last year bringing our total footage to 
1,000 ft. It is hoped that another 600 ft. will be added this year. In 
my opinion this town should keep on hand a minimum of 2,000 ft., 
which I hope may be accomplished by 1956. 

Records show that 90% of New Hampshire woodland fires are 
caused by the carelessness of smokers and people burning without 
permits. Please keep in mind these four points: 


1. Always secure a written permit from your Warden before 
kindling a fire when the ground is not covered with snow. 


2. Be careful with matches and smoking equipment while in or 
near woodlands. When motoring use ash trays in your car 
rather than windows. 


Call your warden promptly when smoke or fire is seen. 


If a fire is kindled without a permit the party is responsible 
for all costs involved in the warden’s investigation. 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects far 
reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of our forests, the 
protection forests provide for game and the supply of ground water. 
They upset local economies by drawing men from gainful employment 
and requiring the expenditures of public funds to extinguish them. 


Please help keep our forests green!

Thanks to continuing support by your town as in past years, your 
region association has been able to carry out a varied program of 
publicity and promotion that has benefited this town and region sub- 
stantially. For the sum appropriated, this town has participated in 
over $8,000 worth of direct publicity expenditures. How was it spent? 
Much of the outlay has been in the form of direct advertising 
and promotional literature, including maps, picture pamphlets, and 
listings of accommodations. Of these folders, we have gotten out 
over 100,000 copies this last year, each and every one of which car- 
ries a message about your town. They have been distributed all over 
the U. S. and abroad, to the places where they will do the most 
good. Many of them have been handed out personally by the secre- 
tary in cities like New York, Boston and Montreal where we took 
part in exhibits to publicize our region. 

What results have been obtained? From a survey of just a tiny 
fraction (10%) of several thousands who wrote our office during a 
5-month period for literature and information about this region, we 
discovered that from this small fraction alone enough money came 
into the region to replace the total of all 1954 town appropriations 
2% times over! This takes no account of the money that came in 
through those who have summer homes here, buying goods and pay- 
ing taxes to our towns, even though many of those get here through 
such services as those we render. 


How does this money help your town? Because without it, we in 
this state would have to burden ourselves with new and unpleasant 
taxes to maintain our highways, police protection and other such 
services; that’s why it’s important to keep the out-of-state money 
coming in. 


Our region 4-H program continues to serve that fine movement, 
and many of your boys and girls have had the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in our awards. We plan to carry this on and to cooperate 
with all the agencies which are trying to improve New Hampshire’s 
agricultural income. In the above and in many other ways, your 
White Mountains Region Association will continue to work for the 
benefit of the 46 northern communities of New Hampshire.
